Lefthanders Unite! Stand 
Up For Rights; Here’s How 


(Conclusion of last week's 
article) 

Estimates of the number 
of loftharvder.s fall in tho 
rangf. of 8 to 10 per cent of 
the world’s population — w.- 
gardle.s.s of .nationality oi 
culture. Ambidextrous per¬ 
sons — those who show no 
consistent tendency to u.se 
one hand rather than the 
other — are r.are. Everyone

At the turn of tho cen¬ 
tury, the Ambidextral Cul¬ 
tural Society was founded In 
England-. It propased that 
('voryoaie he trained to use 
either hand equally as well 
for any task. But lefthanders 
were .still loft out — the so¬ 
ciety thought C'veryo,n'e 


should have two right hands. 

The ambidextrous move¬ 
ment never became popular, 
and luckily so. Dr. Bryng 
Br.vn,gelson, U.n'iversi t y of 
Minnesota speech patholo¬ 
gist who has .spent 40 years 
studying th.e link between 
handedness and speech de¬ 
fects, .says that ambidexter¬ 
ity training can he disa.st- 
rous. 

“M.an’s .netural .syst o m s 
work be.st when one side 
.strictly dominates tho otner. 
Everyone has a .native .side, 
dictated by the brain. In 
lofthanded persons, tho right 
cerebral hemisphere takers 
the lead In directing mTi-c- 
tio-ns like speech, reading 
and writing. In righthanded 
fH'ople, tlie left hemisphere 
is d'oniinant.” 

Handedness is iii.st one 
sign of a person’s sidedness. 
Ej’ednoss, earpd.ues.s, footed- 
.;-.e.ss. whorls and palm pat¬ 
terns are otliers, -according 
to Dr. Bryn.golson. At one

This Idea 
has recently been disproved, 
reports the Family Econo¬ 
mics Bureau. 

Until recently, teachers I.r. 
grade schools across the 
country thought it was 
nece.ssary to “break” a letr- 
lia.nded child by forcing him 
to write with his right hand. 

Dr. Bry.r.'gelson’s studios 
show that shifting a child’s 
lianded-ness can lead to stut¬ 
tering, .strabismus (a form of 
squinting), emotional mal- 
adjustm-unt and bed wetting. 
He advises parents not to i,r.- 
terfere with a child’s hana- 
edness. Let the child choose 
ills most natural hand and 
tlie.n- encourage him to lU.se 
it co.nsiste.ntly. 

He says that if childi-on 
were allowed' to grow up in 
.a neutral environmerix, 34 
per cent of today’s U.s>. 
young.sters would deverop 
lefthandcdne.=s and anoiner 
3 per cent would -be ambi¬ 
dextrous. 

Dr. BryngcLson — him.solf 
a rightha.n(ier — .helped pei- 
siiade the U.nivrcsity of Min 
nesota to install lefthandod 
desks for students south¬ 
paws. He also invented the 
“pull-method” of writing for 
lefties. Now widely accept¬ 
ed, the "pull - m ot h o d” 
teaches a child lo slant tho 
paper to thp right and to 
hold tlie left hand below 
the line. Thi.s way, the left- 
Iiander need not resort to 
contortions to avoid rubbing 
lii.s hand across his writing. 

There are several simple 
tests a person ca.n try to de¬ 
termine his own native 
sidedness, says tho Family 
Economics Bureau. For ex 


ample, quickly fold your 
arms or hands — a lefthand¬ 
er will be Inclined to put his 
left arm or left thumb on 
top. 

To find out which of your 
eyes e.nds to bo dominant, 
hold a pencil at arm’.s length 
and point it at a dista.nt 
object .such as a tree trunk. 
Close your left eye; if the 
pencil appears to jump or 
sliift, you have clo.sod your 
dominant eye. When asked 
to wink one eye a left-eyed 
person naturally tends to 
maintain sight with his left, 
or dominant eye; he shuts 
his right eye. i

Babe Ruth, hit five home 
runs during an afternoo.n 
double-header in New York 
in 1941. He ran- out an the 
baseball field between 
games and asker if he could 
test the King of Swat for 
eyedno.ss. Babe ageed, and 
the doctor fou.nd that ever, 
though Baeb was leftha,ivi¬ 
ed, his right eye was domin¬ 
ant.

As a left- 
handed hitter, his right eye 
had a closer, more direct 
view ot the pitcher and the 
ball. And he had a shorte: 
distance to run to first base 
— tho same advantage c. 
righthanded batter would 
have if ho could run straigm: 
to third base instead of 
first.

Speaking 

Mice or Men — Wee Beasties 

On November the 9th, by a vote of 29 to 9, the Senate 
passed a resolution ta ratify the Equal Rights Amend¬ 
ment to the United States Constitution, supposediy to 
give the girls equal rights with men. Now the question 
of mice or men was answered by the vote, and the smell 
of cheese was in the air In Sacramento. 

Th following day, you should have heard the shrieks 
and the giggles in the august halls of the Capitol on the 
Senate side when boxes of live, wiggling, furry mice 
were delivered to the offices of each of the 29 Senators 
who voted for this stripping of the ladies’ protection 
under the labor laws, which they had worked so hard 
and so long to achieve. All I am sorry about is that it 
was the girls, not the Senators themselves, who were 
frightened half out of their wits. State police came around 
and picked up the boxes of the little beasties to be sent 
to heaven-knows what fate. But the damage was done 
to morale, and the word spred through the corridors 
faster than wildfire. I trust that my colleagues, who re¬ 
ceived these 29 presents, got the message. 

My girls, as were eight other offices accounting for 
the nine voles against the Equal Rights Amendment, wei’e 
spared. 

Just before the election, the Women's Lib awarded 
me their coveted "Barefoot and Pregnant” award, for 
the worst voting record on women’s rights laws. I was 
complimented. 

As I listen to the shrill outcry of Women’s Lib f 
cannot help but hear echoes of one of the major reasons 
for the fall of the Roman Empire. 

In emerging societies, woman is the figure of strengtli 
and moral integrity, the spinner of wool, keeper of the 
household, child-bearer and teacher, and proper mate for 
a stem, tough, farmer-warrior. They were bound to each 
other by mutual need, clan ties and survival. Without 
that kind ot woman, civilization would never have gotten 
out of the cave. When a man must hunt, or battle, or 
colonize, or crusade, he must know when he comes home 
it will not be in shambles, populated by bastard children. 

The early Roman wife was no cringing slave. She 
was a self-respecting and necessary partner for her hus¬ 
band. She prided herself on her smooth-running house¬ 
hold, her children and her wifely skills. 

Then, as Europe, northern Africa and Asia Minor 
.settled down to the Pax Romana — the Roman Peace -- 
came unbounded wealth and leisure. Women moved into 
society, politics, literature, business and religion. Divorce 
became c'ommon. Birth rates fell sharply with the prac 
tice of abortion. Adultery, easy virtue and homosexuality 
became acwpted way of life. The ladies, if they might 
b<? called that, even held mock gladiator battles in the 
Coliseum. 

By the second century A.D. only one of the forty- 
five Senatorial families that had ruled the Empire under 
Julius Caesar was still in existence. Four-fifths of the 
population of Rome itself were people of non-Roman 
origin who filled the vacuum left by the loss of upper 
and middle classes. 

Foreign mercenaries wore hired to man the Roman 
army. Foreign tribes were re-settled to work the farms 
and industries. Civil war and rebellion followed as they 
had no cultural ties fo loyalty. Gone was the tradition 
of legal control over the far-flung Empire. 

By the fifth century, St. Augustine would flatly declare ' 
that sexual license and lack of family unity was respon- 
-sible for the crumbling of the Roman civilization. ( 

Whatever the reasons, the attitudes of women and > 
the loss of family life were certainly major contributions I 
to its deterioration. I 

The squandering of resources, the vanity and laziness 
of the rulers, corruption and greed, excessive leisure and \ 
aimlessness, the disappearance of family life and a pop ! 
Illation with no ties to tradltiin, all contributed to Rome’s 
fall. ‘ 

Does it sound familiar? Unless we learn from the 
(‘xperlence of history, we are condemned to repeat the i 
same mistakes. The record is clear. It CAN happen here, s
